All the objects 
were said to have discharged Shining whitish particles, which looked like glass 
wool and accumulated on tree branches and telegraph wirea, Kany persons said that 
they had been able” to gather clusters of such particles, but that these had 
quickly disintegrated, making it Impossible to have them analysed later in a lab- 
oratory. 

The weather conditions were reported as ideal for observatloQ. The mysterl- 
eus objects, which had come from^ the southeast, reportedly remained in the area 
about 10 Binutes and then continued 00 tbeir way in a straight line.
